Château de Pommard 

More than a wine chateau, it is a place dedicated to all kinds of 
art. At the heart of its own enclosed 20 hectares vineyard and its 
garden ‘a la francaise’, enjoy a privileged tasting and discover a 
selection of wines, all made on the estate. 


OR 


Château de Meursault 

Its beautiful 14th and 16th C cellars shelter some 800 000 
bottles and over 2000 barrels. The estate of Chateau de 
Meursault owns 60 hectares in ‘côte de Beaune’, from Aloxe- 
Corton to Puligny-Montrachet, also including Savigny-lès- 
Beaune, Beaune, Pommard, Volnay and of course, 
Meursault. A tasting of 5 wines of the estate ends the visit.

Le Terroir 

A refined and home-made cuisine, based on fresh products, to make burgundian tradition and modern 
creation meet. Friendly atmosphere in the heart of a wine village. 

OR 

Le Cellier Volnaysien 

A typical Burgundian setting where you can taste the wines of the owner and appreciate simple, hearty 


dishes.

Departure to ‘route des Grands Crus’, through the prestigious vineyards of Vosne-Romanée, Vougeot, 
Chambolle-Musigny... Commentaries & presentation of the vineyard of Romanée-Conti by your guide 


« L’Or des Valois » 

A rare and precious product, the truffle of Burgundy is presented 
with all its complexity and its incomparable taste. Go truffle- 
hunting with the help of enthusiastic and well-trained dogs, 
before enjoying lunch with truffle specialities. 


Le Château du Clos de Vougeot 

Located at the heart of ‘route des Grands Crus’, Chateau du Clos 
de Vougeot was once the property of the monks of Citeaux. Since 
1944, the ‘confrérie des Chevaliers du Tastevin’ (Brotherhood of 
the Winetasting Cup) has found there a permanent home for its 
prestigious dinners. The visit of the 12th C winery and cellar is 
concluded by a panoramic film about the story of the 
brotherhood. 


Visit & tasting 

Domaine Rion, in Vosne-Romanée : 

A family-run domain since 1896 — the fourth and fifth generations are now running the place together. The 
vines and wines follow a traditional and careful process, from ploughing to wine-making, including a long 
vinification and the aging in oak barrels. The wines are balanced and full, in the pure tradition of long- 
keeping vintages. 


OR 


Domaine d’Ardhuy, in Corgoloin : 

At the junction of the vineyards of Côte de Nuits and Côte de Beaune, this domain is located in a beautiful 
house in the middle of the vines. Spreading on 42 hectares, in white and red, its wines represent every 
level of the appellations : region, village, 1° cru and grand cru. The work process remains traditional and 
respects the local soil and grape varieties.

Departure to Dijon. 


Guided tour of Dijon 


When little sister Beaune is the wine capitale of 
Burgundy, big sister Dijon remains the town dear to 
the heart of our Great Dukes. From Philip the Bold 
to Charles the Bold, they left their traces in the 
cobbled streets of the medieval area, around Notre 
Dame church and their former palace, now the Arts 
Museum. As one of the oldest museums in France, 
its entire refurbishment started in 2008 and took 
ten years. 


Free lunch around the covered market 


After lunch, guided tour of Musée de la Vie Bourquignonne 


Settled in a former convent, the museum spreads its possessions and 
donations on three levels. The ground floor presents a touching collection 
gathering objects, furniture and clothes, a rich heritage showing the traditions 
of rural life in 19* C Burgundy. The first floor recreates the everyday life of 
Dijon at the end of the 19° C, through the original front window and setting 
of ten different shops. The second and last floor has a projection room to 
show several reports on forgotten crafts and skills, old traditions, local 
dialects as well as a gallery of photos, sculptures, creations and inventions 
that branded the local identity.

Departure to Fontenay 


11.00 Guided tour of the Abbey of Fontenay 


Founded in 1118 by Saint Bernard, the Abbey of Fontenay is one 
of the oldest Cistercian monasteries in Europe. The Romanesque 
architecture emphasises the beauty of the 12th C buildings, which 
have remained untouched for more than eight centuries. The 
abbey was designated a UNESCO World Heritage Site in 1981. 


12.30 Lunch at MuséoParc Alésia followed by the guided tour of the site 


Experience one of the great battles of Gallo-Roman history in the 
flesh ! Discover and understand how Julius Caesar conquered Gaul 
and what happened between Gauls and Romans during the siege of 
Alesia in 52 BC. Archaeology, military engineering, historical 
consequences, everything will be revealed and explained. 


OR 


Lunch near Fontenay 
See suggestions of restaurants at the end of the program 
(in Montbard & Flavigny s/Ozerain) 


Followed by the guided tour of Château de Bussy-Rabutin 

At the heart of a wooded valley, the former home of the Count of 
Bussy is still branded with the witty and sharp spirit of its illustrious 
owner, particularly in the various frescos bearing French, Latin, 
Spanish and Italian mottos or in the paintings showing the life of Louis 
XIV and his court.

Departure to Cluny 


11.00 Guided tour of the Abbey of Cluny 


This Benedictine abbey, founded in 910, had a tremendous influence. After 
the violence of French Revolution, there are unfortunately only a few 
remains of the buildings left. However, there is enough to understand the 
power of this place and its architectural influence in the 12" C. 


Lunch — suggestions : 


Brasserie du Nord 
Facing the abbey on the main square, is a warm and comfortable setting. Their traditional cuisine privileges 
local specialties. A large terrace is used for outdoor meals in the summer. 


Le Cloître 
At the bottom of ‘Tour des Fromages’, next to the abbey, in a former cloister entirely refurbished. Local 
specialties are served indoor or outdoor, according to the season. 


14.30 Guided tour of Chapelle des Moines, in Berzé-la-Ville 


Created one century after Cluny, this chapel benefited from the 
artistic influence of the abbey. The exceptionally preserved frescos 
give an idea of the decoration of the abbey-church of Cluny in the 
12 C.
